A public hearing was conducted 
at the meeting prior to the adop- 
tion of an ordinance rezoning a 
plot of land owned .by Duncan 
Padgett at the corner of Barfield 
Highway and Belle Glade Road 
from R-2, residential, to C-1, com- 
mercial. 

The Council went on record as 
objecting to the proposal of the 
East Beach Water Control District 
to build two dams in the toe ditch 
on the land side of the Lake Okee- 
chobee Levee, this objection based 
on the past. performance of the 
district in- failing to properly 
maintain the ditch, resulting in 
flooded conditions during periods 
of excessive rainfall. 

It was voted for the city to join 
the Palm Beach County League of 
Municipalities, the annual fee De- 
ing $2 for every million dollars of 
taxable property wathin the city 
limits. 

City Attorney Ralph O. Johnson 
was instructed to draw up an or- 
dinance Which would automaticly 
cancel any unredeemed city tax 
certificates at the end of 20 years. 

The city clerk was instructed to 
notify Mrs. L. L. Stuckey that all 
water meters on her property must
